Rescue Work by the. 
Sal Nam, . 


Captain T. Donaldson, master 
of the oa. Sei Naw, gives the 
following account of the wreck of 
the a8, Kerong Tsi on the 22nd 
inetant:— . ; 

At12 20 a.m. I was called to 
the bridge by the, second pilot, 
who reported hearing four blasts 
ofa ateamer’s whistle, repeated 
twics, ‘with @ sbort interval 
between, The ship was then ap- 
prosching the Sia Sieng Gorge, 
éeven miles above Shai Hing. 

” At frat wo asw a white light 
and later, for a short space, a red 
light was seer, when sil dis- 
eppeared. Ghostly afterwarde, 
cries of “Ssvo Life! Kwong Tai 
haweunk!" were heard. Oo getting 
clorer, we brought the ship to a 
standetill, and oberved through 
the gloom several poople in the 
water, We threw oat numerous 
lifebuoys and lifebelts to those 
whom we saw and Jowered:awsy @ 
boat and seat the same to search 
the vicinity. The gloom and dark- 
nese from the atmcsphere and 
from tke shadows of the sarround- 
ing hill were co dense that objecta 
could only be seen a few yarda off. 


At 12.45 a.m., we fired distress 
aigotle and blew o whistle to our 
escort adtern, the torpedo boat Loi 
Loe, which, with seemirg re- 
luctance, came slowly to hailing 
distance and; when acqusinted 
with the sitastion, proceeded ‘to 
render assistance.
